While talking sealas the greatly increased cost of 
living, we are reminded of the wages now being paid 
and un-skilled labor to meet this advance. 
who are now in Government employ, those who 
run our trains and work in the railroad shops, those 
who are building our ships, and others who are direct- 
ly contributing to the winning of the war, are being 
paid wages considerably in excess of the advance in 
the cost of living. With the growing scarcity of young 
men in the country, the government demands and the 
better wages paid by Uncle Sam have created a situa- 
tion which is very serious to other employers of men 
and women. Many merchants cannot afford to pay 
their clerks or even office help what the government 
now pays to unskilled labor. 

Have you ever wondered how the average Catho- 
lic priest manages to make income and expenses 
meet? Four-fifths of the priests in the United States 
today are not receiving more than $100 a month, even 
including what people call extras—the offerings for 
Masses and other services rendered. This means that 
the average young man of twenty today, who has not 
even a trade, has a greater income than ‘the priest who 
spent ten to twelve years at college preparing for his 
vocation. The priest is caued on more than any 
other person for works of charity: - he must dress 
neatly; he must build up a library; he must pay the 
one who keeps house for him. In most dioceses the 
priest has not received any raise in his allowance, 
despite the great advance in the cost of everything he 
must buy. The same old nickel goes into the collection 
basket too, even though its purchasing power has been 
reduced one-half.
